Fork is bothering the eood house­ 
wife with the hungry family, more 
than anything else. It has beaten all 
other and choicer meats in the race 
for top prices, with a raise of from 
three to five cents in two weeks. 
Bolled Ham Takes Jum p . 
Local markets quote boiled ham as 
having taken a flight of from forty 
cents to forty-five cents in the same 
amount of time. 
Dried 
beef has 
jumped with the boiled ham. 
Porter house steak, the choice ten­ 
derloin cuts and a few other products 
of the beef, have increased slightly, 
but beef is stationary. Housewives 
are now depending on beef for sus­ 
tenance. 
D. Jehlen of the La Crosse Sau­ 
sage factory predicts a marked raise 
in this commodity within two weeks 
or less. 
There has been no increase 
in sausage prices. 
Smoked ham in the I^a Crosse mar­ 
kets has jumped from sixteen to nine­ 
teen cents. 
In spite of the increase seen on 
every hand, local men hold to an op­ 
timistic view of the present situation. 
They say the soaring prices are due 
to the “scare” alone and not the war 
itself, and that writh the passing of 
a few weeks, prices will again seek 
the normal. 
Fruits are Plentiful 
John C. Burns, president of the 
wholesale fruit concern of that name 
predicts one of the biggest apple 
years that Wisconsin has ever seen. 
Lemons are the only fruit, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Burns, that hav4 raised 
They were selling at $6 a box a few 
weeks ago, and are now selling at $9 
Mr. Burns 
credits 
this to a bad 
year for lemon growers in California. 
Apples are to be among the cheap­ 
est of the fruits of the fall, says Mr. 
Burns. Reports have come to him 
from all over Wisconsin 
and 
the 
northwest that the trees are loaded 
w ith them. He predicts as low’ a price 
as $1 and $2 a barrel. Two years 
ago they sold for $4 and $5. 
Hats, dress goods, shirtings, to­ 
bacco, 
wines, 
teas and spices have 
already started upward in the east­ 
ern states, although it is being hop­ 
ed that matters will adjust them­ 
selves before an increase in prices 
can reach La Crosse. 
No More Uniherger Cheese 
Due to the large amount of cheese 
made in Wisconsin, 
little 
foreign 
made cheese is eaten here. although 
dealers have been warned that when 
the present amount 
of 
Imported 
cheese in the country is consumed, 
there will be no more. 


in Position when German 
Forces Get Ready to 
Attack

LONDON, Aug. 14.— The German 
army continues to mass its legions 
on the Belgium-Luxemburg-French- 
frontier. 
There was a lull in the ac­ 
tual news of fighting today that even 
the war experts admitted seemed om­ 
inous. 
The German 
advance was 
temporarily halted in Belgium, plain­ 
ly waiting for the coming up of the 
main infantry strength and the sup­ 
ply trains. 
The latter are badly 
needed. The German army has been 
unable to live off the country, and 
its commissary has proven unequal 
to the sudden strain 
So the ofen- 
sive movement halted until the lines 
of communication can be restored. 
But the war office at Brussels ad­ 
mitted knowledge of an expected im­ 
mediate resumption 
of 
hostilities. 
The Belgians have done their best, 
but with the German infantry, the 
kaiser's 
most superb 
weapon, en­ 
gaged in force, there will be stern 
work for the allied army. That allies 
are in position waiting the German 
assault is undoubted. Just wrhere is 
known to the army chiefs alone. But 
that it is in strength massed behind 
the Belgian cavalry curtain is cer­ 
tain. France continues to claim vic­ 
tories in Lorraine. The official bul­ 
letins from the war office declare 
that every pass through the Vosges 
mountains is held by the French. 
They have mounted their artillery at 
every commanding point, it is claim­ 
ed. 
If that is so, they can easily 
check any forward movement by GerJ 
many at this point.
